The Japanese claim that the Chinese “Ironsides,” 
who on January 17 were reported to be six miles from 
Hangchow, have now retreated.—Reuter. 


PROPAGANDISTS AT ‘WORK 


Chefoo, Jan. 22. 

Considerable excitement was caused 
on January 20 when ao motor car, 
flying a large Japanese flag, a 
occupied by Japanese belonging to 
the propaganda section of the Japan- 
ese army, together with three 
Chinese, arrived from some point 
west of the clty. 

The party, after visiting Wuping, 
south of Chefoo, held convershtions 
. with oMfclals of the local Chinese 

Chamber of Commerce, but the sub- 
ject of the talks was not divulged. 

After spending the night at a local 
Chinese hotel, which was strongly 
guarded, the visitors left for Tsingtao 
at noon yesterday.—Reuter. 


GUERILLA TACTICS 
SUCCESSFUL — 


Tunchi, Cheklang, Jan. 22. 

Taking advantage of: the hilly 
terrain in north Chekiang, south An~ 

’ hwel, and the districts southwest of 
Taihu Lake, ‘guerilla tactics are 

- belng succcssfully employed by the 
Chinese forces In fighting against the 
Japanese troops on the Hangchow~- 
Wuhu front, according to Chinese 
military authorities . 

After taking Hangchow and Wuhu, 
the Jopanese military command has 
shifted a large number of Its troops 
from. the Hangchow-Wuhu front to 
the Tientsin-Pukow Railway front In 
an attempt to take the entire ratlway 
line and establish contact beween its 
forces In the north and south scctors, 
But tho guerilla tactics employed 
by the Chinese constantly menace the 
Japanese positions on the Hangchow- 
Wuhu front and affect their advance 
on the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
front, theso authoritics asserted, 

From Januory 1. to January 20 
Jorge numbers of bridges and culverts 
on the Nonking-Hangchow highway,, 
these authoritles revealed, were des- 
troyed by the Chinese guerillas ren- 
dering Japanese communications ¢x- 
tremely difficult. Meanwhile, isolated 
JInpancse units stationed’ between 
Kwangteh, on the Anhwo!-Cheklang 
border and Wushing on the south 
“‘pank of the Taihu Lake, have been 
annihilated. 


NOTABLE ASSISTANCE

As regards the suggestion that 
Japan was building 48,000-ton 
battleships, it is understood 
that conversations between Bri- 
tain, France and the United 
States are not likely} until he 
fullest information is obtained. 

Unofficlal naval observers believe 
that if the “Escalator” clause is in- 
voked, it is possible, at the present 
stage of construction, to make altera- 
tions to Britain's five battleships at 
present being constructed, in order to 
bring them nearer to the 43,00)-ton 
mark, 

Plans are also presumbly in cxist- 
ence whereby vessels could be built 
above the present limit. 

It is learned that the ques- 
tion of warship displacement 
would not be affected by the 
dimensions of the Suez Canal. 
The average depth of the Canal 
Is 34 fect, and H.M.S. Hood, 
with a displacement . of: 42,100 tons 
has a maximum draught of only 31% 
{cet. The beam does not come Into

Tokyo, Jan, 21. 

Regarding treatment necorded to 
Chinese diplomats and consular oMf- 
cinls In Japan, a Japanese Foreign 
OMce stntement declares, that It ts 
the intention of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to follow the principle, firstly, 
that diplomats and consular ofMicinls 
of the Chiang Kal-shek* regime in 
Japan who are folng home, will be 
extended all diplomatic privileges, 
and thelr persons and property will 
receive full protectlon until they 
leave; secondly, that the Japanese 
Government continucs to accord 
those remaining, the protection of 
their persons and propertics hitherto 
enjoyed; and thirdly, even after the 
departure of the Chinese diplomatic 
and consular officials, the Japanese 
authorities will give protection to the 
Chinese Embassy and Consulate 
buildings, without trespnssing there- 
on.—Reuter, :

Many people, even amateur 
photographers of several years’ 
standing, will often say that 
they have never sent prints to 
an exhibition. ; 


Some will deprecatingly say 
they do not consider their pic- 
tures worthy, to others it is too 
much trouble, and of course 
there are those honest persons 
who turn out bad pietures and 
know it. ;

| PREJUDICE AGAINST 
YOUTH AT TENNIS — 
HAIR-SPLITTING IN 
- - EXCELSIS

London, Dec, 19. 


One of the most peaceful annual meetings on record was that of the 


L.T.A. ast week. 


Nearly all the resolutions proposed by the Council 


were carried by inatant and unanimous consent; and the one which 
was expected to rousco some opposition—that enacting that the ac- 
counts of tournaments should be submitted within three months of 
the end of the tournament—only succeeded In finding ono solllary re- 
presentative to vote against it. Tho only resolution which caused 
much debate was the question of admission of the Publlo Schools Old 
Boys L.T.A. to affiliation, with a seation the Council; this obtained a 
good deal of aupport, and the voting upon It was fairly even, but when: 
tho proxy votes were cast there proved to be » two to ono majority 


against the proposal. 


So the “Old Boys” must continue thelr good 


missionary work, if not unrecognised, at Ieast unalded, for the present. 
The “haves” were, os might have been expected, once agaln too’strong 


for the “have-nots.” : 


Sir Sumuel Hoare’s speech, fn 
moving the adoption of the report 
of the Council, emphasised the de- 
termination of the Council to “leave 
no stone unturned" (and, presum- 
ably, no avenue unexplored) In the 
endeavour to restore our lost pres- 
tie in International tennis. But 
quite os valuable a pronouncement 
us any of the others that the presi- 

-} dent made was that it was the 
business of the Council to look after 
the Interests of the lens of thousands 
of “ordinary” players, and not to 
think only in terms of - “crack” 
players. This duty has been 50 
often advocated in these columns 
that it is pleasant to find so com- 
plete an endorsement of its neces- 
sity .coming from the highest 
authority in the L.T.A. ‘ 

During the debate on the “tourna. 
_ment accounts” resolution, _ the 
question of the “eight weeks’ 
expenses” was brought forward, 
but oan amendment proposing the 
adoption of this form of assistance 
to prominent players was rulcd out 
of order. It was stated that ot the 
recent meeting of the ranked players 
with the Councll, the players had 
strongly urged that this country 
should bring itself {into line with 
most forclgn countries in adopting 
the “cight weeks" rule, by which 
players are allowed to have thelr 
expenses paid for eight weeks in 
each year. There is very little 

| doubt that, in due time and proba- 
bly before very long, | this 
system will be adopted here, for it 
fs perfectly obvious that some of 

| our best players cannot afford to 
spend ali their time playing tennis 
and continue to pay all their own 

-expenses. It is equally well known 
that. the regulation. which -permits 
players at a tournament to uccept 
hospitality only at a private house, 
and does not allow them to be put 
up at a hotel or to have thelr tra- 
velling expenses paid for them, has 
for years pust, In the case of several 
prominent players, been almost a 
dend letter, While far from nsree- 
ing that it is better to change a law 
rather than to enforce It merely be- 
couse «certain players are uble to 
brealé it with impunity, it would 


paid at half a dozen tournaments 
early in the season by hospitable 
committees, thus using up six of his 
elght weeks, anf then be able to.be 
sent abroad on a Davis Cup or 
American championship trip at the 
L.T.A.’s expense into the bargain? 
And what players will be licensed 
to have their expenses paid? All? 
or only, say, those in the ranking 
lists? And will such players only 
go to tournaments where thelr ¢x- 
penses are pald? And how many 
tournaments will be able to afford 
to pay them? And, lastly, will not 
players who are fond enough of 
competing in tournaments, but not 
sufficiently prominent to be an at- 
tractlon fo the publle, come to the 
conclusion that it is scarcely good 
enough to go on entering ngainst 
players. who are not only “sccded” 
so-'that they shall carry off most, if 
not oll,-of the prizes, but are actu- 
ally paid (in effect) to come and 
play as well? 


LIKE MOTHER, LIKE DAUGHTER 


There are remarkably few cases 
—far fewer than one would have 
expected—where first-rate” players 
of elther sex-have produced sons 
and daughters of equal capabilities. 
But a case which has just happened 
at Wimbledon—the «first time of 
the daughter of o very great player 
rivalling her mother’s feat of win- 
ning a championship in a foreign 
country at the first time of asking 
and on her first adventure beyond 
her own shores. Thirty-two years 
ngo Miss May Sutton invaded Eng- 
land’ from the U.S.A. and carried 
off the. ladies’ singles championship 
at Wimbledon—the first. time of 
either of the singles’ championships 
failing to any forelgn player, Last 
Monday we read of her daughter, 
Miss Dorothy Bundy, winning the 
Victorian championship in her first 
tournoment on Australian soll. We 
have not yet scen Miss Bundy as a 
competitor st Wimbledon, though 
elght years ago, os u quite young 
girl, she accompanied her mother 


-appear_to_be_better_to_legalise the! _ 


custom than to go on winking at It. 
Expediency Isa comforting word; 
and, ofter all, the point which our 
players make |s a strong one, viz: 
Why should we not do what every 
other nation docs? 


OFFICIAL CORRECTITUDE 


The humorous .aspect of the 
question arises from the fact that 
it is apparently to come Into the 
forefront of tnwn tennis politics at 
the very moment when the resolu- 
tion = regarding~ tournument com- 
mittees accounts, which is obviously 
almed at tightening up the existing 
rule, has just met with such come 
plete support. : : 

But the argument. of the players 
that the restrictions of a regulatlon 
made a great many years ago have 
largely lost. their real significance 
has o good deal to be sald for it. 
A player may not have his railway 
fare to and from a tournament paid 
for him, but he may have a car sent 
to bring him from’ London to any 
tournament,. north, south, cast or 
west. And there is. very little dlf{- 
ference between that and a generous 
host who wishes to entertain pro- 
minent ‘players, but finds his 
Private house insuMciently clastic 
to accommodate all his prospective 
Rucsts taking rooms at a hotel for 
the overflow.
